He will 
examine it and meet with his Staff. He had 2 questions having seen the Pilot Sample Ribbon on Tue/16/Mar/21. 


Is the Penal/Debe Maxi Taxi Association a Legal Registered Body and will they sign Authority to MAVAW and the 
Corporation to collect the necessary data for preparing the Ribbon Tags? The Corporation cannot work with 
non-legal entities. 


| said yes and found out after from one of the Past Presidents, that the name of the Association is Route 5 Maxi 
Taxi Association, and it is not registered yet. 


REGISTRATION is simple and can be done 2 ways. Registering as an NGO or as a Not-For-Profit Company, which 
can be done by MAVAW without any fees being charged. You pay the Government Charges and the printing 
costs only. Attorneys are very expensive. 


The Regional Corporation Act 21 of 1990 explains that this Corporate body comprises of the Council and the 
individual Electors of the Region. This means that Taxi Drivers who are Electors of Penal/Debe are legally 
entitled to be part of any collaboration and activity they want to engage in with the Corporation. 


Of course, giving FORMAL NOTICE of each Association Authority, for me to act on their behalf as an Agent, is 
simple paperwork. | did it every year for the last 30 years to help persons get new Liquor Licences and renew 
their old Licences, with a signed NOTICE to the Court, Customs and Excise and others. 


| will be meeting Diego Martin Regional Corporation Chairman, Alderman Sigler Jack, next Tuesday 23 March 
2021 at 11am, with Route 1 Maxi Taxi Driver Ralph Henry, to deliver a hard copy of our preliminary proposal 
and listen to his concerns and suggestions. He got a soft copy of all relevant documents, which was printed for 
him by his Personal Assistant, Ms. Oula Marcano. 


Will deliver your hard copy of the Executive Summary next Monday along with hard copies for the other 3 Route 


Presidents not yet having hard or soft copies of this Taxi Travel Safety Net aka. Purple Ribbon Campaign.
